The spirit of inquiry still permeates 
congress, though it is not so strong us 
when the Democrats first took con­ 
trol. 
A demand for an investigation 
nearly alw ays “ goes over" in either 
senate or house. 
The man who op­ 
poses any proposition for an investiga­ 
tion of au alleged wrong Is at once 
stamped as a friend of the wrongdoer, 
who is nearly alw ays a corporation. 
It matters not that the federal gov 
eminent is equipped with a depart­ 
ment of justice, a bureau of corpora­ 
tions. a ii interstate commerce commis­ 
sion, an industrial commission—all au­ 
thorized to make Inquiries into the in­ 
justices which may be perpetrated— 
let some individual instance of wrong 
be cited with a resolution of inquiry 
and It Is almost sure to pass. 


Turned Down a Committee. 
The Democratic house went so far as 
to turn down its own committee and 
authorize an Investigation into the cop­ 
per mine strike in Michigan, although 
it was pointed out that the new indus­ 
trial commission 
was authorized to 
take up just such cases and sift tile 
filets. 
More than that, the department 
of labor is nuthoriz(*d to go into such 
la ini r questions. 
B u t the investigating 
spirit was too strong, and a committee 
is now in the throes of another inves­ 
tigation, although the rules committee 
was much opposed to the inquiry by 
the house. 
To do this the old theory of state 
rights was overturned, much to tlfc* 
discomfiture of the southern men.

Our Old Friend the Record. 
Constantly there is a demand for an 
enlarged publication of the Congres­ 
sional Record and that its circulation 
be made free or at a nominal cost to 
subscribers in order that people may 
have an accurate knowledge of what 
goes on in congress. 
Senator Bacon is 
one of the strongest advocates of such 
a Record. 
Others have urged it. 
“ If the Record carried the actual pro 
oeedings of congress it would be a 
good thing.” said Congressman B a rn ­ 
hart of Indiana, who, as chairm an of 
the printing committee, has given the 
m atter a great deal of attention, "but 
it carries all sorts of publications, mis­ 
cellaneous 
observations, 
newspaper 
clippings, magazine articles and per­ 
sonal opinion and personal glory com­ 
munications, aud the public would not 
and could not read it.” 
More than that, when anything real 
tart and striking takes place, when 
there have been harsh names and per­ 
sonalities in debate, the entire matter 
is eliminated by mutual consent of the 
parties. 
Visualized by Dies. 
W h a t a man sees gets into his lan­ 
guage sometimes, and such was the 
case with M artin Dies of Texas one 
day, when with his trolley on the old 
line, pensions, he broke forth in the 
following: 
“ If the farm er was as well orguniz 
ed as the rural carrier and had his eye 
on congress like the carrier, by the 
eternal gods, we would move out of 
here and turn the hall over to a farm ­

To the E ditor: 
For months I have considered the 
question of a redaction in water rates 
and electric light and power in B rain­ 
erd. 
I had no sure footing, s0 delay­ 
ed. 
Now comes the statem en ts by May­ 
or H enning before the Boosters club 
an d of John G. Brown and A. A. 
Weideman, 
press 
committee, 
local 
Bra/inerd socialist party, in your issue 
of Saturday evening, giving official 
figures which I assume are correct. 
They show th a t the city w ater and 
light departm ents show “ net earnings 
of w ater plant in four years, $32,127. 
Net earnings of electric light d ep a rt­ 
m ent four years, $41,815. 
Total net 
earnings, four years for both d epart­ 
ments, $73,942.” 
Notice, these are NET earnings or 
profits. 
To me this looks Uke a good 
tim e to reduce charges on water, light 
and power. 
Has any one heard of any reduction 
of w ater rents siince the city took con­ 
trol or before?

Crosby, has had the experience of 
sometimes passing up promising prop­ 
erty and later seeing it developed by 
somebody else.
